happineſs, a fountain of unexhauſted peace and 
joy !—I offered, by ſigns, and in the beſt manner 

I was able, to redeem him from baniſhment, and 
bring him back to the world; for Which he bow-' 
ed and thanked me, but gave me to underſtand, 
that he was perfectly contented here; neither 
would he, on any account, change his ſituation, 
ſince he was free from every temptation, and aſ- 
ſured thit the time of his diffolution drew nigh;
